At Williamstown Court this 
week Heinz Max Palakszt, of 7 
McArthur Avenue, St. Albans, 
was charged with failing to give 
right of way to a car already at 
an. intersection.

Sen.-Constable C. Griffiths 
said he wéff:to the scene af the 
accident about 9.45 am. The 
position of the vehicles and the 
marks on the road showed they 
had collided in the south-west 
corner of the intersection. - 

Palakszt told him he did not 
see' the other car until too late 
and he ran into it. He agreed 
that the other car was the first 
into the intersection. 

In imposing a fine of £15 with 
£4 costs, Mr R. Prowse, SM, said 
Palakszt was. apparently very 
careless and should have ‘seen 
the other car and avoided the 
accident.

An ‘appeals committee was 
set up to press for funds _ to 
build the ‘centre with Cr C. Mc- 
Intyre as chairman. This ener- 
getic band raised almost £2000 
and £500 was paid wo the coun- 
cil which, together with funds 


were banked and in due course 
the Government ‘subsidy “~ of 
£4000 was taken up to, make 


£6000 in all to build ‘a struc- 
ture.

The subject of the sun’s ef- 
on human’ skin has 
received a great deal of atten- 
tion inf recent years from derm- 
atologists and medical research 
workers generally. Jt has been 
recégnised for many years that 
the actinic rays cf the sun, 
sometimes referred to as “voflet 
rays” are responsible for most 
skin damage. We said last week 
that during certain hours of the 


their maximum effect. 


It has been discovered more 
recently that certain screening 
agents, if applied to the skin be- 
fore its exposure to the sun, 
have the effect of protecting the 
skin by filtering out, as it were, 
the burning rays. 

Two of these screening agents 
are contained in a preparation 
known as Filtrosol, which is 
now widely used -to promote, 
tanning while protecting agains; 
sunburn. 

Piltrosdl, if applied before the 
skin is exposed te the sun, pro- 
tects dark ‘or light skin in, this 
manner, and helps to produce 





and even, protective jan which 
lasts. 

Filtrosol is in the form of an 
easily absorbéd cream. It 
not greasy, does not stain 
is pleasantly perfumed. 

It is sometimes believgd, but 
erroneously, that  cily /prepar- 
ations have the prgperty of 
protecting ‘against sunburn, but 
they may add to/tne danger, 
rather than minimise it.

Severe stinburn must never be 
regarded lightly. 
In closing, we emphasise the

whose skin has not completély 
recovered from sunburn damage 
to risk further damage by ex- 
posing ‘the skin to the hot sun. 

Do not forget that’ we have 
been warned by, the medical 
profession that the risk entailed 
is not merely that of further 
sunburn. In addition there is 
the possibility of the- skin be- 
coming predisposed to skin 
cancer, 


Whether the sun is’ to be re- 
garded as 2 friend or an enemy 
depends on how. we Make use 
of it. "Used ‘wisely and moder- 
ately, the sun is ‘good for us; 
it promotes health. It is only 
when we subject our skin un- 
wisely to the “burning rays that 
we suffer. 

Remember that blondes and 
red heads in particular, and 
individuals with fair skin and 
blue eyes are likely to be hyper- 
sensitive; another fairly general 
rule is that children have 
roughly half the sun-tolerance 
‘of adults-and should‘be given 
special protection in the mratter 
of sunburn.

Is Your Car a Glutton for oll? 


Some piteohalies” gulp as 
much gs a pint in 50 miles and 
to keey up the supply for that 
kind of thirst ‘is expensive. 

An engine in really good cos- 
dition should consume very 
little oil. Many modern engines 
in fact, require no topping up 
between oil changes. 

Ordinary leakage is a com- 
mon cause of heavy oil con- 
sumption, usually easily reati- 
fied, but often neglected. Most 
leaks occur only when the eri- 
gine’ is running, so often go un- 
hoticed. But leakage of only one 
teaspoonful a mile means a 
less of one pint in 160 miles. 
Running the: engine while hot 
for about ten minutes at some- 
what faster than: normal idling 
speed’ will-usually show up the 
leaks. « 

Blue smoke from the exhaust 
always indicates oil waste but 
before spending money on new 
rings or a rebore be suré that 
and easier 
to rectify is not causing the 
trouble. ot 

Tf the smoke occurs only 
when the engine is idling or 
after running down hill it'could 
be due -to leakage down ‘the 
valve guides if it is’ an over- 
head: valve engine. © This does 
not necessarily’ mean that new 
guides are. required. Many en- 
gines are fitted with seals "or 
shrouds on the valves to con-
